"When employees in any establishment desire to do so 


they should have the option of choosing, without restriction 
on the part of the employer, a competent advisor or advocate 
to meet with representatives chosen by and from among the 
eirtlovpps in negotiations with their employer. 
Represen- 


tatives of employees, selected by and from among their own 
number, should be assured that no discrimination will be made 
against them by their emplover because of anything said or 
done In their representative capacity." 


It is noted here that they state that representatives 


should be assured that no discrimination will be made 
against them. 
It does not state how such assurance 


shall be given, of course, but it does provide that they 
shall ha\e an advocate and that assurances shall be 
given. 


We believe that arrangements could be made to ren- 


der such assurances and in any case the proposition 
would be worth trying out e\en though the assurances 
could not be "copper rivited." It would be time enough 
to raise the question when the discrimination took place. 


The last thiee paragraphs under this same section 


are so lucid and fair that it is probable that we all will 
agree heartily with them. 


"In those industries where an establishment cannot prac- 


tically be CUB unit of representative negotiation, the principles 
of representative negotiation between a group of employers 
and groups of employees Is advocated 
Under such condi- 


tions it Is essential that the principles of this document be ap- 
plied wherever practicable 


"Nothing herein is intended to abrogate the right of an 


individual employee to negotiate directly with hla employer. 


"Employers and employee* should uphold In their in- 


tegrity all arbitration awards or agreement* entered into be- 
tween them." 


It reads as follows' 


"The employees' right to strike and the employer's right 


to lockout his employees ?ru botH. secondary to the public'* 
right to service 


"Since the public Interest is paramount, It follows that 


public opinion is, and should be, a potent Influence for tha 
bettlement of labor disputes 
Therefore, machinery should be 


set up to develop and crystalize this opinion according to es- 
tablished facts, and until these facts bave been established 
neither party should resort to strike or lockout. 


"In essential industries, government services and public 


utilities prompt settlement of disputes should be effected by 
the efforts of both parties. 
The public's right to uninterrupt- 


ed service during the period of settlement la a primary con- 
sideration." 
The conclusion of this statement is as follows: 


"The 
committee on labor relations of 
the 
Cleveland 


Chamber of Commerce earnestly believes that a general ac- 
ceptance by the people of Cleveland of these principles will 
have a stabilizing effect on industrial conditions in this com- 
munity 
The committee submits tbat substantial recognition 


of the fairness of these principles may reasonably be expected 
oi Cleveland employers and employees. 


"While the committee does not seek to »ct as a medium, 


for settlement of labor disputes, It la willing to act on request 
either as arbitrator or as a board of investigation for tbe In- 
formation of the public 
Under such circumstances, the find- 


ings of tbe committee will be baaed upon the principle* above 
•tated." 
We submit that the agreement on this statement of 


principles marks a great step forward in the solution of 
the industrial problems and, while the idealist would find 
that this docs not meet with his entire approval in every

But 
that was not thu worst of it. The fe- 
ver continued to rLse, according to 
the physician. 
Finally it 
was so 


hlKh that tho doctor's thermometer 
would not register It and the cloth- 
ing on 
Falver's 
body 
begaa to 


scorch! 


It was at this time that the doc- 


tor saw something must be done to 
present the fever 
from 
literally 


cooking the farmer's flesh before 
killing hlip.
